He met public issues and grappled with 
them, and the femily life. war Buch a6 te 
make é¢vety. one of the boys acquainted with 
these issues. : 
It was Alphonso Taft who, as & judge, de- 
cided the question as t the use Of the bible 
in the .public.schools .of Cincinnatl, and it 
was-this same Aiphonso Taft who was con- 
stantly interested in the development of the 


commercial life of the city, serving with 


succéss &6 @ school trustee and as 3 
railroad director. | 
Trained in a Strict School. 

There wus an element of sternness in the 
elder -Taft whtich held the boy close to the 
performance of every duty presented to him, 
and this habit of_application to the work 
at hand which was enforced during his 
boyhood days is responsible for the present 
capacity for work which is the dominant 
feature of the official life of the second one 
of the family to be at the head of the war 
department 

Immense of frame, with a passionate fond- 
ness for outdoor life, a natural athlete, young 
Taft was nevertheless contpélied from his 
earliest days to apply himself to his studies 
in the most.exacting way. 

When he went to Yale he first created the 
idolatry which followed him through the 
university, because he was the best man in 
his. class from a purely physica) stand- 
point. 

It was the rigid discipline of the old judge 
which kept “’ Bill " Taft off the ball.nine, the 
football team and the crew during all of 
his earlier college life. Best fitted of his 
class for any athletic exhibition, he was 
barred out of all such honors by the strict 
command of his father, and the result was 
that one of the greatest athletes and one o 
the strongest men ever known in the history 
of Yale was also one of the best scholars. 


Sana Mens in Sano Corpore. 

Endowed by nature with \great strengtb 
and extraordinary capacity for physical en- 
durance, and pushed to the limit of studious 
application by a stern but wise father, Will- 
fam Howard Taft wae forced to become the 
best possible exemplification of the old Yale 
ideal of the-sound mind in the sound body. 

This is important as bearing wpon the 
elaim of this man upon the presideney., The 
habit of studious application, the physical 
endurance, the ability to biend the two things, 
have followed the career of this man from 
his college days up to the present time. 

It Is a combination rarely seen in public 
life. The biggest and the cleverest men are 
frequently irritable, dyspeptic, and pessi- 
‘istic They are apt to see the hole instead 
of the doughnut, and the greatest orators 
have generally been the Jeast inclined to pro- 
longed physical exertion. Meny & public 
man has trained himsélf to endure a period 
of incessant campaigning which would break 
down a prize fighter, and yet he finds him- 
self unable to endure the severe strain of 
pgs executive work. 

a man with abundant physical ca- 
Be is deficient in the power of application 
and the studious habits which are absolutely 
indispensable tO @ real mastery of public 
affairs, It is the Combination of the two. the 
physica! capacity to endure. and the mental 
furniture to digest which makes this man 
Taft so singularly fitted for the gravest and 


most engrossing political duties. 
Barnest of Greatness. 
Whether the child is actually father of the 
man or pot it is easy to see that in the forma- 
tive years of a college life, especially in the 
case of a serious youngster, who has no wild 
eats to sow and no dark to hide, one 
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His Young Manhood’s Preparation, 

. Becretary Taft's young manhood was a 
series of preparatory steps in the direction 
of an active career, He studied law, went 
into society, was a reporter on a Cincinnati 
newspeper, and then became assistant prose-~ 
‘euting attorney. 

Up to that time, a@ the secretary himeelt 
has confided to hie friends, his knowledge 
of the law was purely theoretical. He was 
put into a position where he was forced to 

cases with extreme rapidity, and in 
this subordinate position he learned his law 
a3 a practical science and not as an abstract 
one. 
@ became collector of internal revenue in 
as an accident, having gone to Wash- 
fests to conbult the president regarding an 
intended diplomatic position for his father. 
“The office was entirely outside of the line of 
his life's work and it is to his credit that he 
resigned it after.ten monthe of faithful work, 
which, however, gave him a good insight into 
the mechanism of the federal government 
from a revenue standpoint. 
Early Work of Reform. 

Tt was in 1885, when Mr. Taft was only 28 
‘years old, that he became assistant) county 
solicitor, and his sole purpose tn taking that 
office was to assist in a reform movement 
which, as people in Cincinnati know, was: 
entirely successful. 

Young Taft and the men aneneinted with 
him succeeded, after a long fight, in break- 
ing up the practice of corrupting juries and 


in driving out of town the principal of- 


fenders. 

It was a battle fought outright for the 
people and for the purification of the courts. 
It was a practical initiation behind the 
scenes of municipal politics, and one can 


readily read fromm the history of that time 


the high ideal of political morality which 
has actuated Secretary Taft during all his 
public fe, and which but a few years ago 
impelled him to declinea seat.on the Supreme 
bench of the United States, for which he 


had longed during all his professional! career, ” 2

Building a Legal Reputation. 

As judge of the Superior court of Ohio and 
as solicitor general of the United States Mr. 
Taft for fivé- years or 80 was chiefly en- 

in building up a professional repute- 
tion: which would be an enviable possession 
to any man if there were nothing else to 
add to it. These were the days when the 
work of. the lawyer was the main. thing in 
his career. 

He was interested in national affairs by 
inheritance and by early training, and yet 
be neither sought nor cared for an elective 
office, but-had centered his ambition on the 
prises of his own profession, one of which 
came to him when he was appointed United 
States judge for the ctrowtt which embreced 

hio. 

Much too often a iudge on the bench, Iike 
& professor in a college, js forced to deal 
with theories and with facts presented by 
evidetice, so that he lacks experience of bus!- 
ness affairs in acttial contact.. Thie might 
have been the case with Judge Taft at this 
period of his career had it not been for a 
peculiar combination of circumstances. 

The first development of his extraordinary 
éxecutive capacity came while he was a 
judge on the bench. and net while he was 
governor of the Philippines, as many people 
suppose. 

Period of Fidancial Gloom. 

From 1892 until almoet the'close of the 
a there was a period of intense finan- 

cial depression, followed by @ siow recovery. 
There had been an overexpansion of north- 
ert capita] in the border and southern states.

of peace, people were uncertain what was 
to be done with the Philippines, 


Revolution on His Hands. 

After they came thoroughly Inte our pos- 
session there was_.no time to formulate theo- 
ries of government for the islands, because 
Aguinaldo and his fanatical. followers were 
putting up.a fair sized revolution which 
og be met only by overwhelming military 
orce, 

The first year or two of our occupancy was 
necessarily a period of military operations, 
Cuba. which had been the bone of contention 
between Spain and the United States, was at 
peace from the day of the cessation of hostili- 
ties, but the Fhilippines, which no one 
had thought of when the war began, still 
centinued to furnish the field for bloody 
hostilities and an almost savage warfare. 
‘Aguinaldo was harassed through and*over 
and around the lakes, the rivers, the swamps 
nd the mountains of Luzon, while expedi- 
tionary forces were dispatched to less xDOWs 
islands of the group where savages with un- ; 
familiar names were carrying on intermit- 
tent hostilities. 

It was at this trying period that Judge Taft 
was asked to leave Ohio and go to the Philp- 
pines to establish there the beginning of civil 
government. It was a task from which any 
man might shrink, and the successful accom- 
plishment of it is the principal argument of 
the fermer governor genera! that he is com- 
petent to assume the greatest civic responsi- 
bility. 

Hews the Way of a Pioneer. 

Our government was not organized with a 
view to territorial expansion beyond either 
‘of the oceans. The theory of our national 
life was that we would avoid entangling 
alliances with foreign nations. We do busi- 
ness under a writtem constitution and all 
powers not specifically. granted to the federal 
‘government are reserved to the states. When 
Taft went to the Philippines no man knew 
whether they were worth keeping or not, 
and certainly no one understood either the 
power or the Hmitations of the federal gov- 
ernment as applied to island possessions on 
the other side of an ocean from the home 
government. 

For about three years they were governed 
by the president as commander in chief of 
the army and navy, and even when congress 
paseed the organic uct of 1902 it merely 
confirmed the half military and “balf civil 
government created by President McKinley, 
and it even made his instructions to the 
secretary of war — of the statutory bill 
of rights of the islands - 

When Judge Taft became president of the 
Philippine commission, and for a year after 
his appoiniment as civil governor of the 
islands in July. 1901, there was an intermit- 
tent state of war between the federal troops 
and what Was left of the insurrectionary 
forces. It was far from being an auspicious 
time for the establishment of a successful 
insular gevernmment. Army men ineisted 
that the insurrectionary party would misun- 
derstand any attempt tq set up a civil govern- 
ment; 

Harassed by an Opposition. 

There was a strong minority party im the 
United. States which expressed sympathy 
with the insurrection. and which deman¢ed in 
party platforms and on the stump that the 
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. On the Tothsbun’ of Panama. 

If the itppines furnished & field for the 
too ‘of a capacity for creating civil 
government, the Isthmus of Panama devel- 
opened another angie. of.the many sided ex- 
ecutive life of William Howard Taft.

One engineer after another 
abandoned the work, but the secretary was 
always steadfast, never discouraged, and 
never ready to abandon the effort necessary 
to secure success. 

The story of his trips to and from the isth~ 
mus, of the confusion which had to be ad- 
justed, of the jealousies and rivalries be- 
tween men wifich needed to be composed, and 
of the financial and civil questions which 
/ were brought before the secictary for gettie- 

' ment, is a tale of that same hard work which 
has made Taft a success in life. 
Takes Hold of the Work. 

In November, 1904, Secretary Taft made his 
first visit to the isthmus, and a full account 
of what he accomplished at that time, form- 
ing the first authentic report of actual condi- 
tions ‘on the isthmus, was submitted to the 
president in January, 1905. 

Early in the summer Chief Engineer Wal- 
lace tendered his resignation, and the secre- 
tary was forced to provide a new head for the 
work. 

In the following October he was once more 
én route to the isthmus, and during the win- 
ter he was almost constantly engaged as a 
witness before the senate committee explain- 
ing the actual conditions of the work and de- 
fending the administration from the parti- 
gan attacks made upon it. 

In January of 1906 Secretary Taft, in a 
Seng oaise letter which was published broad- 

throughout the world. exposed the folly 
of seg eriticisms made by Poultney Bige- 
low and others who had studied only the 
fringe of things on the sthmus. 

In the following winter another trip was 
necessary, the secretary being accompanied 
thie time by the distinguished consulting en- 
gineers who were asked to report with bim 
upon the nature of the location of the Gatun 
lock and dam sites. The result of this per- 
conal inspection was a professional, ecien- 
tific demonstration of the safety and the sat- 
isfactory. condition of the sites for the great 
dam, both at Gatun and on the Pacific side 
of the canal. 

Takes Up the Labor Side. 

While on the isthmus, Secretary Taft, by 
special direction of the president, found time 
to drop the engineering side and te conduct 
an investigation [nto various perplexing 
questions regarding the labor supply. On his

parish priests In any case where the governor 
general makes final objection. 

The acquisition of these lands by the gov- 
ernment and the adjustment of differences as 
to the employment of friars as parish priests 
brought peace to the islands, and it was done 
in such a way that the strongest supporter 
and admirer of the American government in 
the Philippines today is the church of Rome. 


Cuba as Another Problem. 


Another and totally different phase of 
international politics is presented in the case 
of Cuba. Here, too, Taft. the man of action, 
was called upon to represent the government 
of the United States in unfamiliar conditions, 
and to create for an alien people a temporary 
government to succeed the unfortunate re- 
public which they had themselves failed ut- 
terly to maintain. 

The island of Cuba was as much under the 
. personal control and direction of the former 
secretary ‘Of war as is the Panama canal or 
the Philippines. His was the guiding hand, 
his ig the strong arm, and it was his visit to 
the island which brought peace out of chaos 
and which taught the Cuban peoplé to look up 
to the Integrity and to the genius of one great 
American citizen. 

It is extraordinary, of course, that this one 
man of all those who have contributed to * 
make the administration of Theodore Roose- 
velt brfiliant should always have been in 
such a position as to be called upon for 
peculiar service in emergencieg. It may be 
fate or it may be accident, but it is certainly 
true that almost every great and unusual 
governmental problem which has been pre- 
sented to the country in the last five or six 
years has in some way ag the executive 
assistance of Secretary Taf 

Trouble Under icckbad Palma.
